COND SESSION OF THE TWENJ'F -FIFTH CONGRESS. 

[Puduc.— No 33.] 

AN AC r to recognise (lie district courts of the 
United States in the Stale of Mississippi. 

Ut il enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentahres of the United Stales of America, in 
Congress assembled. That the Slate of Mississip- 
pi shall he, and the same is hereby, divided in- 
to two districts, in the following manlier, to wit. 
Hie counties of Noxuhee, Winston, Attala, 
Carrol, llulivur, Coahoma, Tunica, De Solo, 
Marshall, Tippah, Tishomingo, Itawamba, 
Monroe, Lowndes, Oaktibbeha, C boctaw, Yal- 
lowbuslm, I tillelialcba, f’eiuda, Latayette, 
Pontotoc and Chiclmsaw, in said State, shall 
compose one district, to he called the northern 
district, and n court shall beheld for the said 
district, at the town of Pontotoc, and the resi- 
due ot the counties ol the said State, shall here-

Melancholy Accident. — The Lowell 
Courier has the following account of 
distressing occurrence, which should act 
as a warning to nurses and parents : — 

“On Sunday last, a child of Mr. Abra 
ham Bickford oflliis city aged 20 mon'hs, 
was discovered, between the hours ot 
nine nnd ten in the morning, to be play- 
ing with a quantity of percussion caps. 
But little was thought of the occusrence, 
until at the expiration of about two hours 
the child was seized with vomiting, and 
threw up one cap. An emetic being ad 
ministered, three more were discharged 
from the stomach. No relief however, 
was afforded, and the little sufferer con- 
tinued to be distressed with nausea and 
vomiting — (he extremities gradually be- 
came cold, and at 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, death terminated the scene. On 
the next morning, an examination of the 
body was made, and in the stomach were 
found twenty-one percussion caps, and 
twelve in the small intestines. These, 
together with the four thrown off before 
death, made thirty-seven swallowed by 
(he child! This afflictive occurrence, we 
hope, will operate as a salutary caution 
to parents and others, who have children 
under their care. A young child instinct- 
ively carries every substance it grasps 
to its mouth. Hence the necessity of 
keeping beyond the reach of such, every 
thing lhat would if swallowed by the 
child, prove in any degree hurtful.”

CHEROKEE EMIGRATION. 
Major H. B. Shaw, Aid to Gen. Scoot, 
now in this city on public business, has 
communicated to Gov. Cannon, by direc- 
tion of Gen. S., some authentic and in- 
teresting particulars in regard to the 
progress of the Cherokee removal; and 
in giving them publicity we avail ourself 
of a memoranda kindly furnished tty 
Maj. Shaw at our request. 

In accordance wilh the treaty of ’95, 
Gen. Scott, on the 26th of May, com- 
menced the collecting of the Cherokees, 
preparatory to their removal west, in 
hat part of the territory lying within 
the limits of Georgia — as it was in that 
region that the most pressing haste was 
required. In a very short time all the 
Georgia Indians, wilh the exception of a 
few who secreted themselves in the 
mountains, were collected and in march 
for the emigrating depots. Thus Georgia 
was promptly and effectually rid of them. 

Seventeen daj s later, the collecting 
for emigration was commenced in N. 
Carolina, Tennessee and Alabama, which 
was happily consummated, without the 
slightest violence or bloodshed. The 
whole of the nation was soon collected 
at (or in march to) the depots, when, at 
the earnest solicitation of the whites and 
Indians, the commanding general was 
induced from motives of humanity, to 
postpone the emigration till the first if 
September, as noticed in his letter to 
Gov. Cannon of the 22d ulto. It was 
feared that the health of the Indians 
would be e tdangered by reaching their 
netv homes in Arkansas, as they would 
have done, in the most unhealthy sea- 
son of the year . 

As a guarantee that the Indians will 
peaceably emigrate in September, the 
General has the good feeling inspired,by 
uniform and persevering kindness and at- 
tention to their health and comfort. The 
Indians, in depot, are abundantly sup- 
plied with food, clothing and medical care 
— every tiling, in short, that humanity 
requires. And incase, they should he 
disposed to fly again to the fastnesses of 
the mountains, they are prevented by 
the total absence of all resources to fall 
buck upon. Hostile resistance is out or 
the question, because the Indians art: all 
disarmed and there are large bodies of 
troops near each encampment for sur- 
veilance. Further, tho General, we un- 
derstand, has the solemn written pledge 
of the chiefs and headmen of the nation 
(given on condition of the postponement 
to the 1st. Sept.,) that they will not dis- 
perse, but at the appointed time emigrate 
peaceably. And lastly may be mention- 
ed as a pecuniary inducement, of no or- 
dinary consideration even with our red 
brethren, the appropriation by Congress 
of §1,147,000, made on condition that 
they emigrate voluntarily at the time ap- 
pointed by the President. This tho 
country may rest assured, will not be 
forfeited. 

Of the Indians first brought in, a con- 
siderable number wore transported down 
the Tennessee, and will reach their new 
home, before the 1st of August. The 
large body detained until September, will, 
we learn, emigrate by land, passing 
through Na; hiville to the Ohio river op- 
posite Golconda, Illinois; across the 
State of Illinois to Cape Girdeau on tho 
Mississippi, and from thence through the 
Southern part of the State of Missouri, 
t0 the territory set aside as the new home 
0 p this unfortunate race. The whole 
ro|J te is believed to be a healthy one, 
an( j will happily avoid all water trans- 
lation, a mode of emigration to which 
the I n d‘ ans are sait * 10 be much a verse.

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GOVERNOR RITNER’S PROCLAM 

TION. PENNSYLVANIA, ss. 

In the name and by the authority 
the Commonwealth ot Pennsylvania, 

BY JOSEPH RITNER, 
Governor of the said Commonwealth. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

The period has arrived when the se 
ries of misfortunes produced by the in 
iuriotis interference of the National Go 
vernment with the Currency ol the 
Country is about to terminate. Congress 
having risen without sanctioning the at- 
tempt^ give to the Federal Executive 
the entire control of the National wealth, 
and of the whole amount of specie in 
the country, and the consequent power 
to affect and wield toils own purpose, 
u)l the capital and credit of the Union; 
and having also imposed certain saluta- 
ry restrictions on so much of this power 
as had been already arrogated, it is in- 
cumbent on the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania to put forth her strength, to 
quicken her dormant energies, and to 
take that stand in the trade and com- 
merce of the Union which her unbound- 
ed resources, her vast natural and arti- 
ficial facilities for their developement, 
and the solid and energetic character of 
her citizens demand: to deprive her of 
which stand, all the measures of the Na 
tional Government have recently tend 

ed. ... 

For the production of this most desi 
rablc result, the measure first requisite 
is, that an ond be put to certain open in- 
fractions of the spirit of the laws, which 
have been lorced upon us by the over- 
bearing necessities of the times; and to 
restoie credit and the currency to the 
firm basis on which they stood before 
their late derangement was unnecessari- 
ly brought on the people. 

I, therefore, by virtue r.f that enjoin 
mentof the Constitution which requires 
the Governor of this State to take care 
that tho laws be faithfully executed, and 
for the purposes aforesaid, dohersby re- 
quire all the Banks in the Common- 
wealth, on or before the thirteenth day 
of August next ensuing the date hereof, 
to resume and continue the redemption 
of their respective notes, bills and other 
obligations, in gold and silver coin ac- 
cording to the true intent and meaning of 
their charters. And, for the purpose of 
iii-hig those institutions in the accom- 
plishment of the laudable object, I deem 
it proper to state, from the information I 
have obtained, that their solvency and 
general condition is such as to entitle 
them to the confidence of all who hold 
their notes, their amount of specie on 
hand being largely increased, and of notes 
in circulation much diminished, since 
the suspension of specie payments in 
May, 1837. 

Whiles it is thus cheerfully announ- 
ced that the means of the Banks are 
ample, and that their conduct has been, 
throughout the late trying crisis, general- 
ly such ns to sustain our already high 
character for punctuality, honesty and 
solvency, maintain and even increase 
our trade, keep up the value of proper- 
ty, and prevent the state from becoming 
tho theatre of panic or distress, yet I 
shall feel bound, in duty to the public, 
to take all the means in my power to 
compel a return to that agency and res- 
ponsibility to their creditors, for which 
they were created. If, however, a re- 
turn be promptly and faithfully made to 
the laws and to the public from which 
they have been compelled to depart, the 
occurrences of the past year will only 
be recorded in our history as another in- 
stance of the perfect adaptation of repub- 
lican institutions to the demands of every 
crisis, and will show that common and 
overruling necessity being bowed to by 
general consent becomes for the time the 
law of the land. 

But to justify such rule of necessity, 
and to prevent future evil from its unne- 
cessary recurrence or unjust contin- 
uance, it is indispensably requisite that 
the instar.t the pressure of circumstances 
which produced it ceases, the empire of, 
the express and ordinary law of the land | 
should be restored. Accordingly, if on 
the other hand a return to general and 
real redemption in specie, and a with- 
drawal of all illegal paper money, from 
circulation do not now take place, when 
all admit lhat it may, with safety and 
public benefit, I shall hold it my duty, 
forthwith, to take all the measures to 
compel it, which tho Constitution and 
Jaw 3 have placed in my power; and at 
the opening of tho next session ol the 
Legislature, to recommend the passage 
of such laws as may more effectually 
guard the future from the evils of the 
past . 

And further for the purposes and virtue 
of the er.jo\ ment aforesaid, 1 do also 
hereby require all persons or bodies cor- 
porate, who may have violated the laws 
of this State, by the emission and cir 
dilation of notes of any denomination 
nndcr that of five dollars, commonly 
called “shin-plasters,” to tnke instant 
measures for the full and honest redemp- 
tion of the same, in gold and silver 
coin, or such other ample equivalent as 
shall be satisfactory to the holders there- 
of, under pain ol the penalties, it this 
notice be not complied with in a reasona- 
ble time it will bo the duty of all good 
citizens to enforce. 

Should this requirement be fully and 
promptly complied with, the Common- 
wealth will be restorled to that sound 
currency which she possessed before the 
suspension, viz: One composed of gold 
anc silver for all sums under, and of 
notes instantly convertible into specie 
for allsums of and over five dollars. The 
result of the attempt to improve the cur- 



rency will then obviously be, that the 
only paper issues in circulation and not 
convertible into specie at the place; 
whence issued, will be those of the Na- 
tional Government. 

In communicating thus publicly with i 
my fellow citizens on this most impor- j 
taut and interesting matter, ! would res- 
pectfully and earnestly say to all, be firm 
and cool in the emergency. Trust in 
the laws, have confidence in the insti- 
tution, and sustain the high credit and 
character of your glorious Common- 
wealth. You have borne yourselves 
through the crisis nobly and honorably: 
You have come almost uninjured out of 
the trial. Make one more calm and 
steady effort and all will be well. The 
forbearance and determination hereto- 
fore exhibited have been such as to re- 
flect credit upon the State while it has 
strengthened the hands and cheered the 
hearts of your public agents in the per- 
formance of duties of no ordinary diffi- 
culty. 

Contrasting, ns is naturally done, the 
feelings and hopes connected with this at- 
tempt to aid the resumption, with those 
which animated me when l addressed 
my fellow citizens on the subject of the 
suspension of specie payments, I cannot 
but rejoice at the differences. VVe were 
then entering upon a new and untried 
course of action whose happy termina- 
tion was only matter of hope. We are 
now at the conclusion of our doubts and 
fears, and with the blessing of Provi- 
dence on the exertion of our own modera- 
tion and industry, about to return to our 
usual confidence and prosperity. 

Given nnder my hand and the great 
seal of the State at Harrisburg, this 
tenth day ol July in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty eight, and of the Commonwealth 
the sixty-third.

About 10 o’clock this morning, the 
steamer Telegraph, in the service of the 
United States, arrived from a cruise a- 
mong the Thousand Islands, and brought 
with her two prisoners of Johnson’s gang 
of desperadoes, and Johnson’s famous 
twelve-oared boat, so much extolled for 
its swiftness. 

On'.he morning of the 1 lih, (yesterday,) 
Capt. Givynn, of the 1st Regiment of 
Infantry, commanding the Telegraph, 
obtained information of the haunt of 
Johnson, and with the British party, 
made arrangements for surprising anJ 
capturing the gang, but owing to the diffi- 
culty of approaching the house, on ac- 
count of the roughness of the country and 
the density of the woods and thickets, 
the parties did not approach the house 
simultaneously, as was intended, the 
British party getting to the ground a 
little sooner than the other, and approach- 
ing on the same side. The whole of 
Johnson’s gang, with the exception of 
two men, imde their escape. The two 
men taken were asleep. There was 
found in tho house, belonging to John 
Farrow, on Grindstone Island, a quantity 
of arms — pistols, rifles and muskets. The 
names of the prisoners taken are Riley 
Toucy and Jonathan Turnacliffe. 

Those who made their escape, were 
William Johnson, John Farrow, Robert 
Smith, William Robbins, John Van 
Clute, and Allen Early. They were 
fired on, but with what effect is not 
known. After a thorough search, by the 
whole party, consisting of 80 men, they 
were not enabled to discern what had 
become of the fugitives. 

The two prisoners, under the charge 
of Deputy Sheriff McCullock, are now 
in this place, and will be lurned over to 1 
I the proper authorities, to be dealt with 
l accoring to law. 

The boat of Johnson is 28 feet long 
and 4i feet wide, clinker built, painted 
black at the bottom, while above, with a 
yellow streak about six inches wide, just 
under the gunwale, ornamented with a ! 
stripe above and bolow. The inside of 
the boat is red. She has one set of 
sweeps, and one set of short oars, so as 
to row either single or double handed-! 
This boat is so light that two men can 
carry her with ease, and she is capable of 
transporting tw enty men, (with their arms, 
An American flag, which no doubt was 
intended to be used when passing British | 
vessels, as a deception.

Mr. Hollingswoth — In your last num- 
ber I .find an article signed “ Amicus ,” 
in which much complaint is made, be- 
cause of the warfare that is going on be- 
tween Lexington and Louisville, on ac- 
count of the Medical Schools of those 
Cities. It must be confessed it is some- 
what active, and is occasionally mixed 
up with a degree of asperity unbecoming 
the combatants. But while this much 
may be laid to the charge of (he friends 
of both institutions, it is evident those of 
Transylvania have had much reason to 
be vexed at the course of conduct of those 
of the Louisville Medical Institute. 

I have paid considerable attention to 
the controversy, and could prove, were 
a direct appeal to fictq iniJe that the 
Louisville Journal and its correspondents 
have, in evtry instance, been the ag- 
gressors. Often these attacks were un- 
noticed until frequently repealed, and 
then, when they provoked a response, it 
has been generally manly, dignified and 
decided, though sufficiently courteous 
and respectful; while the articles which 
they purported to answer, have been in- 
veriably ill-natured and vindicative, in 
the extreme, betraying in every line the 
pangs of disappointed hope, and the bit- 
ter anguish of baffled ambition. 

From the moment an attempt was 
made to establish a Medical school at 
Louisville, articles in rapid succession 
have appeared in tho Louisville Journal, 
of which Dr. Caldwell is the putative 
author, assailing in rancorous terms 
some one or other of the Professors of 
Transylvania. With a deluge of abuse

MEXICO.— 'l’lie Mexican papers to 
the 8ih June, received by us, contain, as 
usual, a large infusion of coarse diatribes 
against the French minister, whose do 
parture for France, wejannounccdon the 
12th of June. The passports of the Con- 
sul, at Vera Cruz, had been abruptly 
sent to him, with orders to quit the coun 
try, for having, it is said, greatly offend- 
ed the Mexican authorities. It would, 
perhaps, be justice to say, for having de- 
fended his Government against the igno- 
ble attacks of the Mexican press. How 
ever this may be, the expulsion of M. 
Gioux, without previous explanation, can 
only be considered in the light of a new 
insult to a nation which only exacts what 
ts right, and only claims satisfaction for 
past injuries. 

The Mexican papers laud the condes- 
cension of the President of the United 
States to the skies, for having consented 
to submit to the arbitration of a third 
power, the differences between the two 
countries, and profit by this circumstance 
to draw insulting comparisons between 
this country and France. But they en- 
tirely forget that the President, by ad- 
mitting the arbitration, signifies positive- 
ly that he canhot suspend the action upon 
the decree of Congress until after a de- 
finitive arrangement, whence it results 
that with regard to the United States, 
affairs continue in precisely the same 
state. 

Different statements are given in the 
journals of the capital, concerning the 
insurrection at Sinaloa, at the head of 
which is Urrea, who assumed the title of 
Protecrok; the revolt at St. Louis de 
Polosi seems to have been of greater im- 
portance than was anticipated, and at 
Aguas Calientes a pronunciamcnto ap- 
peared to have excited the more alarm, 
as the rebels were marching towards Za 
cata.% where they hoped to stir up the 
populace, who were already disposed to 
take part with them. 

From these demonstrations, we con- 
clude that but little tranquility prevails 
in the country; but lhat at the same time 
nothing very decisive has yet occurred. 
If, however, the news from Yucatan, 
which came to us by the north, be con- 
Armed, and if the Government troops 
have been compelled to abandon Merida, 
we may with justice infer the ultimate 
triumph of the Federal party. The re 
port which had gone forth, that Santa 
Ana had been appointed to the Govern- 
ment of Vera Cruz, was without founda- 
tion. General Riacon still commands at 
that port, and unless President Bustamen- 
te has abandoned all prudence, he will 
not recall to political eminence a man 
like Santa Ana, whose perfidy and faith- 
lessness have injured this country as 
much as Bustamenie himself. From time 
alone can any improvements in the civil 
and military polity of Mexico be expect- 
ed. The departure of Baron Defaudis 
evinces a determination to prplong the 
blockade. The large number of vessels 
at the Isle o{ Sucrlficies; proves that the 
severity of tho blockade is increasing, 
but we do not anticipate a speedy bom- 
bardment. It is the ultima ratio, and will 
only be employed when all other means 
have proven unavailing.

Pensacola, June 30. 

The French brig of war Dunois, of 12 
guns, arrived here on Tuesday last, from 
Vera Cruz, and exchanged salutes with 
the Flag ship of the squadron; after 
which the brig saluted the city, and her 
salute was again returned, bv the Con- 
stellation. VVe understand the object of 
her visit, is to procure water and other 
supplies lor the Blockading Squadron on 
the Mexican coast. 

Among the arrivals of strangers here, 
is that of Mr. H. Stevenson, in the schr. 
Alexander, from St. Joseph. This is the 
gentleman who had charge of the Com’ 
mercial Bank of Apalachicola. The sto- 
ry' goes that he left the latter place in a 
steamboat, was pursued, overtaken and 
carried to St. Joseph, where the matter 
was investigated, and he was sent to 
this place for safe keeping, having been 
ordered to give hail in the sum of 20,000 
dollars. On Thursday last, Mr. S. was 
brought up on a writ of Habeas Corpus, 
obtained by E. L. Dr ike, Esq., before 
his honor Judge Evans, who considering 
the amount of bail excessive, reduced it 
to §2,000. He is now in custody of the 
marshal hero. The money which the 
accused had embezzled, was taken from 
himat Si. Joseph; a part ofil is in specie, 
and (so the story goes) a wholo pillow 
case of bank bills. 

ft is litt le singular, that he should have 
been sent here at all, as we have no Ter 
ritorial or County Jail. There is, here, 
it is true, a city prison; but its use by 
the Territorial officers have been by 
com tesy merely. 

The foregoing had been put into type, 
when a new phase was given to the 
whole matter.

The average heat of the month just 
closed, at sunrise, was 66 a fraction over 
and at 3 o’clock, 84. But averaging the 
heat of every day ana right, during Ihe 
month, it was 75 and a fraction over. 
The mercury was eight times during the 
month, at 90, and above at 2 o’clock. It 
was 93j once, which was ihe highest, 
by our mercury. And it was fourteen 
times between 80 and 90. The lowest 
it sunk during the month was 55, which 
was the 20lh, at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. In several of the northern and east- 
ern states, there was frost on that morn- 
ing. 

Eclipse of the Sun. — There will be 
almost a total eclipse of the Sun on tho 
1 8l h of September next, in the United 
States. It will be the last central eclipse 
of the Sun, visible in the United States, 
until that of May 26lh, 1854 — which 
will be also annular. The next total 
eclipse of the Sun will bo August 17th 
1864.

— The action is pro- 
duced by a horse walking at an ordinary 
pace on a jointed platform attached to 
the vehicle, by a series of concealed 
machinery, which is so contrived that his 
weight and muscularstrengthare brought 
to act together, and communicate a mul- 
tiply ing force to the larger or outside 
wheels of the machine, which powers 
are capable of being increased or dimin- 
ished at the will of the conductor, so ns 
to regulate the required speed. On the 
first application the horse moved at a 
pace of four miles an hour, and subses 
quently conveyed the machine, which, 
with thirteen persons riding in it, weighed 
altogether four tuns, at the rate of six- 
teen miles an hour.

The proclamation of Gov. Rilner, calling 
upoo the Penns) Ivania banks to resume the 
payment ofspecie, on orbeforethe 13th, August, 
is adverted to by the Observer of Saturday last, 
not in the ino-t commendatory style. We 
presume the editor of that print had not given 
to his excellency’s proclamation that attention 
it deserved, or he would have found much to 
approve. 

A large majority of the Philadelphia banks 
had determined to resume the payment of 
specie on the first of August. This course was 
required by the constituents of Gov. Ritner; 
and however he may have been under the in- 
fluence of Mr. Biddle’s bank, lie could not 
consent to lose their votes at the approaching 
election, without an effort to retain them , 
Hence, to accomplish that object, and at the 
same time to keep on good terms with Mr. Bid- 
dle, he issued bis celebrated proclamation, at- 
tacking, with all the rancour of a bank parti- 
zan, the General Government, ami then requir- 
ing the Pennsylvania banks to resume on or 
before the thirteenth August— thirteen days af- 
ter the banks themselves, had resolved upon the 
measure ! 

When we commenced Tending his extellen- 
cy’s proclamation, we thought he was sincere — 
that he bad '.lie power to compel their resump- 
tion, and intended to u s e it. But before we 
got through the delectable article, we found, 
that if the banks still failed to resume until 
the next session of the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
he should then feel bound to recommend to 
that assemblage, “the passage of such laws ns 
may more effectually guard the future frdtn the 
evils of the past.”

sibility or liability, for the redemption 
of their notes, are, at all times, danger- 
ous to the union of the people, and a re- 
publican form of Government- The wise 
and judicious legislature of New York, 
anticipating the nefarious proceedings of 
banks, und the power of those interested 
in their management, prohibited them, 
bv law, from making dividends to their 
stockholders during the suspension of 
specie payments — an act uf justice to 
themselves and the community . Legis- 
lators who feel all for banks and nothing 
for the people, as a matter of conse- 
quence, look to them to be rewarded a- 
gain at the coming electi in. Continued 
legislation on hanks — playing the game 
of open and shut, is producing a heavy 
tax on the community, and will cost the 
country nmre money than they are worth, 
and the late wars we have had with Great 
Britain, &lc. 

Banks speculating on public lands, and 
cotton, with irredeemable notes, wa9 an 
interferance with the rights of individu- 
als, and a great imposition upon the pub- 
lic Treasury . The wisdom of the specie 
circular, anticipated the work of pollu- 
tion, and judiciously came forth to the 
protection of the settler and the emigrant 
a pre emption right. The specie circu- 
lar was not only in effect, but constitu- 
tionally repealed, by the suspension of 
alMlie banks, in 1837. Yet, says Biddle, 
“I now see, what until now I have not 
seen ;” I feel anelrejoice sincerely — I see 
my way as clear as Bonaparte — 1 will 
be Dictator — if not Usurper to Govern- 
ment. 

Albert Gallatin, by punctilious ob- 
servers, is said to be a man of age and 
experience, of foreign education and feel- 
ings, a financier suited to the wants of a 
people, willing to be traded to death, by 
the management of one great institution, 
presented to Congress by the London 
Bankers. The cloven foot will shew it- 
self. Biddle told us after the suspension,

It is not Governor Ritner, but the peo- 
ple of Pennsylvania, finding Biddle wil- 
ling to wait for the second cotton crop, 
compel him to issue his proclamation. — J 
“I, therefore, by virtue of that enjoin- 
men! of the constitution, which requires 
the governor of this state, to take carej 
that the laws bo faithfully executed, and 
for the purposes aforesaid, do hereby re- 
quire all the banks in this common- 
wealth, on or before the thirteenth day 
of August next ensuing the date hereof, 
to resume and continue the redemption 
of their respective notes, hills and other 
obligations, in gold and stiver coin, ac- 
cotding to the true intent and meaning 
of their charters. Trust in the laws, 
have confidence in the institutions, and 
sustain the high credit and character ol 
your glorious commonwealth.” 

More sophistry and sycophancy never 
was presented to the American people, 
than we read in this proclamation. A 
presumptuous attempt to discredit his 
government, to get an apology for banks 
who htive kept the public funds, and vi- 
olated the law s t.f his own state, under 
his own ey es and superintendonce, near 
fifteen months by his own shewing.
